This Dominion of ours“is fifty- 
five years old. It is a youngster 
among the nations, though not bey 
junior member of the family © 
Hritish self-governing states. Out- 
side the Empire, and excluding 
the half-dozen submerged nations 
which rose again to statehood as 
the result of the war, there is no 
Smportant organized government 
jn the world that does not date 
farther back than our first Domin 
jon Day. The place that Canada 
has gained among the peoples has 
been won in less than the span 0: 
a lifetime. Little more than half a 
century has elapsed since the four 
original provinces were welded 
together into the confederation. 
At that time what is now the Dom 
inion of Canada occupied little 
attention in the world, and a good 
deal of the attention it did get 
was. unfavorable. It« resources 
were practically unknown and al- 
together underrated. Even the 
parliamentarians at Westminster 
who passed the British North 
America Act little thought that 
they were laying the foundation 
of a new British state that would 
prove to be a powerful ally of the 
motherland before the last of the 
men who framed its constitution 
hag been laid in his grave. What 


they probably did think was that | 
“= “they were trying once more, as 


they had several times tried, to de- 
vise some system of government 
that would establish peace and a 
measure of contentment among 
the turbulent and bothersome col- 
onists in a remote and unimport- 
ant part of the world, who were 
making far more trouble than 
they would ever pay for 

The events of the last ten years 
would have sufficiently eorrected 
these early misconceptions if it 
had not been already done by the 
expansion of the Dominion into a 
realm nearly as large as Europe, 
and by a material development 
that promised to rival that of the 
United States during the last cen 
tury. Canada does not have to 
introduce itself to the world to- 
day, nor to ask for recognition 


anywhere that recognition is 
worth having. It is known al! 
over the civilized world as thie 


birthplace of heroes, as a land of 
opportunity, a country which is 
yet only at the beginning of 
things, and destined to rank 
among the most powerful states of 
the coming time. In peace and 
war the Dominion has established 
its standing. Dominion Day is no 
longer merely the anniversary of 
ike establishment of the form of 
government under whieh the resi 
dents of Canada live It 
the birthday of a nation that has 
fought for its life, that has paid in 
blood for the right and privilege of 
being a nation. It is a day which 
Canadians may hereafter celebrate 
not only with enthusiasm, but with 
a proud remembrance of national 
sacrifice and an inspiring sense of 
nationa! consciousness 

Canada, like all other countries, 
is still staggering from the blows 
of the great conflict. The course 
of national development has not 
yet been resumed. The dislocated 
machinery of peace has not yet 
got to functioning again smoothly.
